This will 
permit allocations of steel, similar 
to the freight car plan, for steel 
deliveries to the petroleum and 
mining industries, farm machinery 
makers, and ether defen.se-sup- 
portlng Industries. 


The ban on construction does 
not affect building already under- 
way. It permits repair and main- 
tenance of present building's, and 
alterations if they do not basically 
change the structure. Small con- 
struction jobs of $5.000 or less in 
any year arc not prohibited. 


Also exempted are construction 
projects undertaken by Die De- 
fense Department nnd the Atomic 
Energy Commission. This would 
permit the building of camp the- 
atres and facilities for

The building of new homes has 
already been hit hard by curbs on 
real estat3 loans," and N.P.A. of- 
ficials have taken the position that 
Jt would be only fair to s«ve ad- 
ditional critical materials by cut- 
ting down on recreational con- 
struction.

In addition to rent control, the 
President wast reportedly consider-

— it ha,s pledged enaclment of an 
excess profits tax late this year 
or early In 1951—-and possibly for 
some new military manpower leg- 
islation. 


The ptesent Congress quit Sept. 
23 under an agreement to return 
here Nov. 27, nearly three weeks 
after election, for an expected 
brief 
"Jame duck" session—so 
colled because some members will 
have been defeated at the polls.

Retail Sales in U. S, Jolted 


By Government Restrictions 


New York, Oct. 26 tat — The 


government's c r e d i t-tightening 
blow against Inflation has severely 
jolted retail sales around the coun- 
try. 


A nationwide spot-check by The 
Associated Press disclosed today 
a highly variegated Impact on 
sales resulting from stiffer install- 
ment buying terms last week by 
the Federal Reserve Board. 
Ope main fact stands out—peo- 
ple have cut back their heavy 
buying because they haven't got 
the ready cash for higher down 
payments or because their in- 
comes are tt>o low to meet the new 
stepped-up m o n t h l y payment 
terms. 
That is exactly what the Fed- 
eral Reserve aimed at with Its new 
regulations Oet. 16, which tight- 
ened up the previous controls of 
Sept 18 requiring heavier down 
payments and & shorter time to 
pay-After less than twa weeks of 
operating under the n«w controls, 
however, the picture is far from 
uniform. 
Most heavily Involved 
in sales declines are automobiles, 
home appliances, television gets 
and furniture. 
The situation to complicated by 


such thing* as war scare buying, 
automobile 
model 
changeovere, 
color television uncertainties! war 


shortages, and just plain customer 
confusion. 
For instance, television set sales 
in New Vork are reported to bo 
on the skids with some merchant 
cutting prices to encourage cus- 
tomers, while on the west coast 
in San Francisco buyers are rush- 
ing to beat the Nov. 1 federal 10 
per cent excise tax. 
Department store sales reported 
by the- Federal Reserve Board 
snow some key cities little af- 
fected by credit controls? on total 
sales, but home appliances and 
furniture sales dropped by vary- 
ing amounts. 
Hardest hit, all agree, are 
stores specializing in credit sales 
on low or no down payments and 
a long time to repay. They had to 
raise their requirements, and their 
particular type of customer was 
simply priced out Of the market. 
The biggest outcry has come 


from automobile dealers of all 
types. Estimates of sales Josses 
vary it* the extreme. 
So far there are only scattered 
reports of loss of furniture sales 
because of curtailment of new 
housing starts. 
One thing many merchants dis- 
covered was a pick-up in sates ot 
merchandise not covered by credit 
regulations, particularly .tho so- 
called soft goods like clothing and 
furnishings.

New York State today has the most pro- 


gressive social welfare setup in thc nation.

A program undertaken in 1943 when 
Govornor Dewry took ollice culminated in 
194l.>, in tht> most comprehensive program 
of social welfare legislation to come before 
the Legislature in recent years. 


In Governor Dcwey's words, this program

The reorganization was long overdue. 


Welfare services were a tangled patchwork 
administered by 126 county and city wel- 
fare agencies and more than 700 town 
agencies.

of reimbursement which thc localities re- 
ceived from the state arid federal govern- 
ments was different for every program. 


All this meant inefficient operation and j 


unnecessary expenses to both the state and j 
localities. It is easy to see why the legisla- , 
tjon of 1940 marks an important turning 
point in Social Welfare Administration in 
New York State. This is what it achieves: 


1. Provision of a single odice at which the 


needy may apply for all types of public 
assistance and care. 


2. Investigation of family needs by a-single 


agency. 


3. Uniform standards of assistance and 


care within an individual county, 


4. Stabilization of the localities' share of 


welfare costs. 


5. Abolition of the cumbersome and costly 


settlement system. 


All this to accomplished while still preserv- 


ing the administration's policy of emphasiz- 
ing maximum local determination 
and 


maximum local initiative. 


As a result of the localities' decisions, New 


York State's new pubBc welfare system con- 
sists of 66 local public welfare districts. 
, State aid for home i-elief, old age assist- 
ance, 
aid to 
dependent 
children 
and 


assistance to the blind has been Increased, 
stabilizing the localities' share of expendi- 
tures for those programs at 20 per cent. 


New York State continued its moderniz- 


ing of the locai1 public welfare system by 
passing new veteran assistance legislation 
in 1948. 


The new legislation is the first substantial 


Improvement in tills field in nearly half a 
century. 


For the blind men and women ot the state 


tho present administration has meant greater 
hoKp, increased self sufficiency. 


The aged too have benefited since 1942. 


The average monthly payment has grown 
from $28.02 in 1942 to $53.55 in Aprfl 1950, 
an increase of more than 00 per cent.
